Washington. July S.—The tobacco 


tax provision of the tariff bill is the 
principal subject under discussion in 
the senate today, and. unless unfore- 
seen complications arise. It will be 
disposed of and the final vote taken 
on the bill at 4 o'clock. 


The income tax, inheritance tax 


and corporation tax received much 
attention, and the straight income 
taxers were afforded the opportunity,, 
upon which they have so long insist- 
ed, to get a direct vote in favor or 
the income tax as opposed to the cor- 
poration tax. 


Senator Bailey moved his incomet 


tax amendment as a substitute for 
the finance committee's provision, 
and without debate a vote was taken 
upon it, and it was rejected by a ma 
jority of 19. the ballot standing 23 
to 47. 


With the corporation tax provision 


thus securely established as a part 


I of the tariff bill, there was consider- 
i able effort to amend it. and in one 
I notable case this effort was success- 


ful. 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota has 


been, a severe critic of the provision 
ever since its introduction, because 
it excluded "holding" companies. He 
renewed his criticism and was sup- 
ported in his views by other sena- 
tors. 
The ultimate result was the 


acceptance by Senator Alfirich of an 
amendment by Mr. Clapp striking out 
the exemption of such companies- 


Next to the income tax, the discus- 


sion of the customs court was the big 
feature of the session. The court was 
attacked as in the Interest of the 
cities in which it would sit. aad the 
government, and as opposed to the 
interests of the importers. 


Senator Clapp intimated that the 


court would owe its origin largely to 
the places .wJ^ere..ijLS_jsessiojas, would 
be held; Senator Borah asserted tnat 
It was an impeachment of the pres- 
ent judiciary, and Senator Cummins 
expressed Je opinion that the court 
would be unconsciously influenced to 
decide in favor of the government, no 
matter what the circumstances of a 
given case might be. 


The work of the day began with 


the adoption oy the senate of amend- 
ments reported by the commirree of 
the whole, with the exception of a 
number which were reserved by 
senators for the purpose of suggest- 
ing the amendments. 


Adopt Committee Amendments. 
The only objection to the whole- 


sale ratification of the committee's 
work was by Senator LaFollette, who 
indicated a disposition to ask to have 
the whole bill held up until tie could 
go through the measure and select 
the provisions to which he desired to 
offer amendments. He was, however, 
persuaded to desist from this course 
upon the assurance that he would 
not be deprived of any opportunity to 
urge the modi Scat ion of any given 
provision. 


The 
reserved amendments were 


presented in order, and one went 
down after another before the on- 
slaughts of the thoroughly organized 
finance committee. In a few cases 
changes wore made, but only with 
the assent of the committee. Senator 
Bulkeley thus obtained a reduction 
of the duty on cheap watch dials, and 
the committee • also permitted a pro- 
vision for the free admission of ma- 
chines used for the spreading of tar 
and oil on the streets and roads.

dated and People Take to Roofs. 
Unaffected 
Districts Rush Relief 


Trains to Sufferers. 


Kansas City. July S.—The flood sit- 


uation iu the Missouri valley contin- 
ues menacing. The rivers here left 
their banks as the result of heavy 
rains and the melting of snow in the 
mountains, and caused great damage 
in many sections of Kansas and Mis- 
souri. 


In Kansas City the situation is 


threatening, if not yet serious. 
In 


the bottoms in the western section, 
where are located the stock yards, 
wholesale warehouses and manufac- 
turing plants, the waters from the 
confluence of the Missouri and Kan- 
sas rivers are lapping the danger 
line, and precautions 
were taken 


against a further rise. 


At Chillicothe. Mo., on the Grand 


river, six men were swept from a 
bridge and were seen floating down 
the stream. Whether they reached 
shore was not learned. Hundreds of 
people at this place have been forced 
to leave their homes. Residents in 
the unaffected districts have started 
to bake bread by the wholesale for 
the sufferers, and a relief train load- 
ed with supplies has been sent out 
from surrounding points. 


At Pattonsburg. Mo., over 1.000 


people were imprisoned on roofs or 
in second stories, and the situation 
was hourly growing 
more acute. 


Boats and supplies were rushed there 
from nearby points, but with little 
prospect of crossing the two miles of 
swirling water between the marooned 
residents and dry land.
